Minnesota’s women march toward 


(relative) prosperity 

I n an ideal world, you could meet 
a random straight couple on the 
street, and there would be a 50-50 
chance that the woman would be 
the breadwinner. 

We do not live in that ideal world. 
According to U.S. Census Bureau data 
from 2017, women still make about 71 
percent of the take of their male coun¬ 
terparts. In fact, in the nation’s 50 larg¬ 
est metro areas, women were the main 
breadwinners in less than 31 percent of 
couples’ households. 

But there’s a silver lining. Minneapolis 
ranked second for cities that come closest 
to that ideal 50 percent. Here, the rate of 
female breadwinners is 31.2 percent—just 
0.1 percent behind the top spot, which 
was snagged by Hartford. We’re followed 
closely by Columbus, Providence, and 
Baltimore, which hover between 30 and 
31 percent. 


At the very bottom we have Salt 
Lake City, where fewer than a quarter 
of couples include a woman who earns 
more than her partner. 

Minneapolis’ biggest boost comes from 
a fairly low unemplo 5 mient rate among 
women. They make up 51 percent of our 
state’s workforce. They also compose 32 
percent of Minnesota’s business owners, 
and 41 percent of our managers. 

Add in the state’s pregnancy and 
parental protection laws—entitling them 
to 12 weeks of parental leave—and it 
adds up to a (relatively) woman-friendly 
workplace. 

But before you get too excited, we also 
have our drawbacks. According to the 
Census Bureau, we still have nearly a 20 
percent gender wage gap. The median 
hourly wage for a Minnesota woman was 
$16.75, compared to that of a Minnesota 
man: $20.

So why do women make so much less 
than men? One of the more popular theo¬ 
ries has been that women simply choose 
industries that don’t pay as much or don’t 
require as high an education level (the 
health care and social assistance indus¬ 
tries employ about a quarter of Minnesota 
women). 


But the wage gap persists across indus¬ 
tries and educational attainment. Men 
still routinely earn more in those indus¬ 
tries, whether they have a doctorate or 
an associate degree. 

The takeaway: Minneapolis is doing 
pretty good... as long as the equal pay bar 
remains low. -hannah jones

Bragging Wrongs 

Why are people lining up for limited-edition beers? 


M ark Stutrud’s among the 
most successful beer 
brewers in Minnesota 
history. He has a little 
advice for anyone who 
wants to get into his industry: Don’t. 

Stutrud, a lot of the brains (and some 
of the brawn) behind Summit Brewing, 
says he wouldn’t try starting a brew¬ 
ery now. The market’s too saturated, 
too many clueless punks are spoiling 
beer’s reputation, and people’s palates 
aren’t developed. 

Mark blames his competitors, who 
cave in to consumer demand for beer 
that tastes like cupcakes and juice. 
He thinks beer should taste like beer. 
And if you want to become a brewer, 
first learn the basics, then go crazy. 
Others disagree. 

He fingers ‘'special release” and “experi¬ 
mental” brews, which stray so far from 
beer’s mores that Stutrud’s not even sure 
they should be called beer anymore. 
These new beers are more like candy—or 
a junkie’s hook, with everyone raising the 
stakes in sugar, alcohol, and weirdness 
just to keep their addicts hyped. 

He knows that this take is not well- 
received, but he stands by his principles. 
Stutrud learned his craft at the knee of 
brewers who followed recipes and tech¬ 
niques passed down through millennia. 
Monks who’ve been dead 1,000 years 
would recognize the beer he makes. The 
big and beautiful copper tanks at his St. 
Paul facility were custom-made. His 
80-some employees put a lot of thought 
into their work. 

That’s why he’s ready to pick a fight. 
Stutrud’s told some young brewers they 


don’t know what they’re doing, and that 
the risks they take with new flavors 
and techniques aren’t cool or exciting. 
They’re stupid, and only subtract from 
the generations-long work he and many 
others have put in. 

By the time a beer hits a Summit tap, or 
is hauled into your liquor store, Stutrud 
and his master tasters have sampled it 
many times over, confident of its perfec¬ 
tion. He’s much less sure of a 25-year-old

rookie combining “exotic” ingredients, 
producing a limited edition, and then 
waiting for customers to stand in a line 
as if they’re hoping to buy a high-priced 
purse or the newest Jordan sneaker. 

Being able to be among the rare few 
who try it may seem exciting and cool, 
but Stutrud doesn’t get it. 

“That kinda shit pissed me off,” Stutrud 
says, shaking his silvery locks. And here’s 
the weird thing: The brewers he’s diss- 
ing... don’t necessarily disagree with him. 

Brewers who put out the kind of one-off 
“stunt” beers Stutrud abhors say they’re 
not sure why consumers are willing to 
wait in line for the chance to spend money 
on a beer they’ve never had before. But 


the^re meeting the consumer where they 
are, and exclusivity, the chance to geek 
out and brag about having a beer no one 
else can get, is a small but significant part 
of driving demand. 

Dan Wellendord of Modist Brewing 
says brewers are into invention, learning 
through experimentation. (The brand 
name is literally a take on the term “modi¬ 
fication.”) 

Messing with tradition is what they’re 
all about, and if you want one of the three 
mainstay beers they always have running, 
you’re welcome to try them. If you want 
one of their special releases, there might 
be competition. 

“The releases are an important part 
of what we do,” Wellendorf says. “Any 
time you see people lined up outside the 
door... I mean, it’s pretty badass to be 
sought-after.” 

Wellendorf doesn’t often line up for 
rare beer himself Neither does Fair State’s 
Niko Tonks, though he says messing 
around with new styles has done them 
well: The “roselle” beer, a sweet, fruity 
offering, got its start as a limited-run 
experiment. Now it’s 25 percent of Fair 
State’s sales. 

Shakopee Brew Hall’s Ben Sallyard and 
Utepils’ Eric Harper won’t stand in line 
either, but know some customers want to. 
It’s called the “fear of missingouf ’ (‘TOMO” 
for short), and it drives people to stand in 
line for the unique privilege of., buying a 
growler of beer. You’ll spend more time 
waiting in line than you will drinking the 
beer in question, but at least you’ll have 
a story to tell. 

“There’s more to it than just saying you 
got the beer,” Harper says. “Think about

Black Friday. You could buy that TV tomor¬ 
row too. Human beings are just like that.” 

Sallyard considers Summit’s Mark 
Stutrud a “grandfather of the current craft 
brewing scene,” and respects his opinion. 
But he also knows some of his customers 
want to feel like they’re on the cutting 
edge. And he’s going to keep inventing 
new and heretofore-unseen beers, if that’s 
what people want. 

“From a brewing perspective, it’s the 
stuff that moves quickly that puts you in 
the black.” 

There’s nothing wrong with that. But 
Mark Stutrud points out that Todd Haug, 
who created all the Surly beers that set the 
local beer scene alight, learned his craft at 
Summit before breaking off and reinventing 
Twin Cities beer. Haug learned the rules 
before he broke them. 

Stutrud says when hot-shit brewers 
from around the country come to his hall, 
they typically want Summit’s Keller Pils, 
a simple beer made masterfully, with an 
obsession to detail. It’s a traditional brew 
and goes down smoothly. You could drink 
it all night and not get into trouble, and 
with few regrets. 

Says Stutrud, “That’s the point.” 03

PICTURE A PLACE THAT OFFERS NEARLY EVERY 
SERVICE A PERSON NEEDS AFTER PRISON. 

It provides full-time work and a living wage, things that can be 
almost impossible to find once you have a criminal record. It hosts 
classes in personal and professional development, on everything 
from making a budget to civil rights to social media marketing. 
Staff members are on hand to help you get ready for the future, 
whether that means applying for school or formulating a business 
plan, and there are regular check-ins and group discussions about 
restorative justice. It even has mental health and wellness services 
onsite, available free of charge. 

Were you picturing a tiny south Minneapolis grilled cheese shop? 


Guilt-Free 



Our criminal justice system is broken.

L ate last year, a cozy neighborhood 
spot opened on the corner of 41st 
Street and Minnehaha Avenue. 
Each afternoon, the sun-filled 
room hums with the chatter of young fami¬ 
lies and tapping of laptop keys; at night, 
neon lights give it a calm, electric glow. 
Gooey sandwiches sizzle on the griddle 
behind the bar before they’re nestled next 
to small piles of greens and fries. Ever34hing 
smells like cheese and butter. 

It’s cliched to say that a restaurant “looks 
at first like any other” before diving into 
whatever minutiae sets it ever so slightly 
apart from its contemporaries. But here, 
that distinction is important. Because the 
sandwich shop does operate differently 
than any other restaurant in Minnesota 
and just about any in the country: One 
hundred percent of its employees have 
been to prison. 

This is All Square, the brainchild of Emily 
Hunt Turner, a civil rights attorney who 
spent most of her career workingin prisoner 
reentry and fair housing with the Depart¬ 
ment of Housing & Urban Development. 

It’s a job that sounds rewarding, which 
belies the slow and often futile work. In 
her time with the department, she saw 
up-close the myriad ways in which the 
system fails people who have served time. 
It’s legal, for example, to deny housing 
to those who’ve been incarcerated—even 
government-subsidized public housing. 
She describes her work there as an exer¬ 
cise in extended frustration and “being 
pissed at HUD.” 

It’s not just finding a place to live, either. 
Universities and employers are allowed to 
ask applicants if they’ve been convicted 
of a felony. Drug and alcohol treatment, 
job training, and mental health services 
are difficult to track down and tough to 
afford once you do. You’ll find an under¬ 
current of prejudice in almost every facet 
of reentry, a sneering disdain attached to 


terms like “ex-con.” All that contributes 
to the United States’ high recidivism rates. 

“People have gone to prison, done their 
shit, and they’re being punished as much 
as 41 years later,” Hunt Turner says, refer¬ 
ring to one case she worked on while she 
was with the department. 

Those years with HUD made her angry. 
They also got her thinking about alternate 
ways to shift the system. Maybe Emily Hunt 
Turner the government employee couldn’t 
help people find stable housing, or apply 
to college, or convince an employer to hire 
them. But could a business meet needs the 
government wasn’t? Could a restaurant? 

After years of planning, organizing, and 
fundraising. All Square opened in September. 

The nonprofit restaurant is a “civil rights 
social enterprise,” and if that sounds like 
a lot of words for “sandwich shop,” that’s 


because it does more than just supply people 
with jobs and meals. 

“A paycheck, a guarantee that you can 
work X amount of hours a week—it’s a 
good start,” says restaurant and creative 
director Tommy Franklin. 

‘We’re not just out to reduce recidivism,” 
Hunt Turner adds. “We’re not just out to 
provide minimum-wage jobs. We want to 
generate leaders. That’s who we are and 
what we do.” 

All Square’s 12 once-incarcerated 
employees—the restaurant uses the term 
“justice impacted”—are there Tuesday 
through Friday. From II in the morning 
until 9 at night, they serve up sweet and 
savory creations like the Punch ’n Crunch 


(cheddar, jalapenos, Sriracha ranch. Chili 
Cheese Fritos) and the Jerk Chicken (rotis- 
serie chicken, Swiss, provolone, guava jam, 
Jamaican jerk sauce). 

They’re there on Mondays, too, though 
the griddles stay cool while everyone heads 
into the space next door for that week’s 
All Square Institute. 

This is the part most lunchtime guests 
don’t see, and it’s the thing that sets the 
restaurant apart. Designed to accommo¬ 
date 10 to 14 justice-impacted persons— 
“fellows”—at a time, it offers two main 
tracks: entrepreneurship and law. They’ve 
assembled a team of experts and guests 
to help lead classes, and partners include 
the Brennan Center for Justice, Hamline 
Law School, and Yale Law. 

Fellows leave the yearlong program with 
a six-month post-graduation plan, plus a 


resume, references, and a network that’s 
there to help them if they need support 
in the future. 

“Everything under our mission of pro¬ 
viding paychecks, power, and pipelines to 
prosperity,” says program director Tommy 
Harris. “Whatever that means to you.” 

There are a few similar operations: In 
Cleveland, Edwins Leadership & Restau¬ 
rant employs the formerly incarcerated and 
provides access to housing, legal services, 
and literacy programs. But Edwins deals 
in French fine dining; it’s $40 plates and 
white tablecloths, not $7 sandwiches and 
draft beer. It also sticks to culinary and hos¬ 
pitality skills, while All Square focuses on 
entrepreneurship more broadly. 


Personal development is integral too, 
from lessons on making abudget and build¬ 
ing wealth to mental health and wellness 
services. The institute has two therapists 
on hand, and all of this year’s fellows have 
opted to participate in both weekly one- 
on-one meetings and a restorative circle 
with leadership and fellows. 

The name “All Square” is a play on the 
sandwich shape and the idea that folks 
who serve their time are supposed to be 
“square” in the eyes of the law. You don’t 
need to have restaurant experience to apply. 
You aren’t expected to specify your career 
goals when you interview. The institute 
ensures its fellows have transportation and 
business attire, and everyone is issued a 
company phone. 

What graduates do with their institute 
training is entirely up to them. Some will 
go to law school; one entrepreneur plans 
to open a mobile beauty business. 

And yes, a few fellows in the inaugural 
institute plan to put their grilled cheese¬ 
flipping experience into practice with food 
trucks or restaurants of their own. You can 
see their handiwork as new sandwiches 
appear on the menu. One recent addition, a 
Mediterranean-style sammy with cucum¬ 
bers, hummus, and thyme-infused butter, 
boasts a name worthy of a spot on the Bob’s 
Burgers specials board: Did My Th 5 mie. 

T here are nods like that to the 
All Square ethos all over the 
restaurant, though at first, 
founders weren’t sure to what 
extent there should be. It takes serious 
strength of character to be so forthcom¬ 
ing about your past, and to be employed 
by a restaurant where every shift is an 
intrinsic reminder of it. 

“It’s a big fuckin’ deal to ask someone 
to work in a place that, like, puts them on 
blast, and we do not take that lightly at all,” 
Hunt Turner says. ‘We’re going to be very

real and very honest about who we are and 
what we do, but we knew that what would 
come with that would be: Everybody who 
comes in here knows everybody who works 
here has a record.” 

The mission isn’t keeping any din¬ 
ers away—or if it is, those people aren’t 
missed. All Square raised $60,000 through 
Kickstarter to get off the ground in 2016, 
and the Minneapolis Foundation awarded 
them with a $50,000 grant to fund general 
operations in late 2017. An ongoing GiveMN 
campaign has brought in another $106,000. 
Just this November, Wisconsin’s Crystal 
Farms donated a year’s worth of cheese 
and butter to the cause. 

It’s an ethos that’s resonating with the 
neighborhood, too. Harris says they’re 
‘'blowing revenue projections out of the 
water.” (“There are some people that come 
here six days a week—there’s one person I’m 
a little nervous for,” Franklin adds, chuck¬ 
ling.) Just before the holidays, someone 
tacked on a $500 tip with their bill. 

“These guys are getting tipped so well,” 
Hunt Turner says. “Let’s be real, that is 
kind of badass. People are coming in and 
intentionally investing in you and tip¬ 
ping you. Let’s celebrate that... that’s a 
big fucking deal.” 

Speaking ofbig fucking deals: If you can’t 
consider it one already on account of its 
pint-sized footprint. All Square is poised 
to reach that level soon. In December, 
the viral Facebook video makers at Now/ 
This shared its story in a three-minute 
clip that has nearly 528,000 views, and 
more and more news outlets outside Min¬ 
nesota are catching on. Fast Company 
wrote about the mission shortly after the 
grand opening—“Every employee at this 
grilled cheese restaurant has a criminal 
record”—while Delta’s inflight magazine 
gave them a hat tip in a recent “new and 
noteworthy” section. There was a Thought 
Catalog profile.

There’s been plenty of national praise for 
the building itself, too. Created by award¬ 
winning architects Jonathan Louie and 
Nicole McIntosh, the eye-catching neon- 
accented space is the opposite of agray-and- 
white prison cafeteria. At night, it makes 
its little corner radiate like something out 
of Blade Runner, a design that’s looking 
toward the future like the employees inside. 
“This Glowing Grilled Cheese Restaurant 
Offers the Formerly Incarcerated a Fresh 
Start,” the NYC-based architecture and 
design magazine Metropolis cooed earlier 
this month, and they were only the latest 
to profile the eatery, after the Architect’s 
Paper and Architectural Digest. 

Not bad for a shop selling $6-$8 sand¬ 
wiches. 

“We’ve seen incredible growth overall 
from where we started until now,” Harris 
says. They’ve already expanded, taking over 
the building next door where the institute’s 
classes are held. Eventually, Franklin would 
like to see that address used for even more: 
a space for youth or members of the com¬ 
munity to come together or host events. 

And their plans don’t stop with Min¬ 
neapolis. “We wouldn’t call it a social 
enterprise if we didn’t intend to scale,” 
Hunt Turner says. 

Growth isn’t what drives them, but one 
of their long-term goals is to transform the 
narrative around having a criminal record. 
“One way to do that is to scale our business 
model and our brand,” Hunt Turner says. 
There have already been a few requests to 
bring the concept elsewhere, and they’ve 
talked about replicating All Square’s origi¬ 
nal model in Fargo, or New Orleans, or as 
near as Hunt Turner’s hometown, St. Paul. 

For now, though, they’re focusing on 
making the institute as valuable to fellows 
as it can be. All of this is new—for Min¬ 
nesota, for the country, and for the folks 
serving sandwiches and giving lectures 
at All Square every day. The first group 
of fellows aren’t yet halfway through the 
program. 

“Obviously, changing the system from 
within... it’s going to take several years,” 
says Franklin. “Not two, not three, not five. 

Sometimes 10 or 20. 
But to be just a little 
tiny solution in this 
little pocket of Min¬ 
neapolis, to begin 
with-it seems like 
a small piece, but it’s 
a tremendous challenge. And atremendous 
responsibility and honor to get buy-in and 
trust from the community.” 

“It’s atrial every single day,” Hunt Turner 
says. “I would never sugarcoat just how 
difficult it is for us to continue to work 
out all these things. 

“I’m crazy excited to see where it goes,” 
she adds. “That’s way more purpose than I 
was ever able to extract as ahousinglawyer.” 

In the meantime, they’ll make you a 
mean grilled cheese. 03

MY RIP TO All EDINA 
OFFICE PARK TO FIND THIS 
DREAMY JAPANESE FRIED 
CHICKEN SANDWICH 

T he familiar boop of the map app 
chimes as I pull into a massive 
Edina parking lot flanked by 
two towering office buildings. 
I have arrived. 

Or... have I? I see a sign for Dairy Queen’s 
corporate headquarters, and my confusion 
doubles (while visions of hot fudge sundaes 
dance in my head). 

This is not the place I’d expect to find 
a beloved Japanese restaurant. But as I 
navigate toward the back of the lot, I see 
a sign for JK’s Table pop out among the 
rows of gray windows. 

JK’s Table was enthusiastically recom¬ 
mended by a friend after I pleaded for new 
places to eat. A quick cruise of their online 
menu had one item practically shouting 
“Eat me” through the screen: Japanese 
Style Spicy Fried Chicken Sandwich. 

I’m full of purpose when I stroll through 
those doors at lunchtime. I order the spicy 
chicken sandwich in question, two pieces 
of sushi, a cup of green tea, and, heee)^, 
why not, some takoyaki as well. 

I sit, and soon a small flowered teapot 
and a mug appear on a plastic tray in front 
of me. In a few minutes the fried chicken 
sandwich arrives, sushi on the side. 

The sandwich is filled with crispy chicken 
chunks coated in a sweet brown sauce, 
pickled carrots stuffed in for some sour, and 
shaved cabbage for crunch. The potato hoa- 
gie roll was slathered with mayo. Although 
this sandwich had multiple sauces, it never 
veered into sloppy mess territory. The bun 
was soft and mild, exactly what you want 
for a sandwich with a lot of flavors. 

And this was all comfort flavors, a soft 
fleece blanket for the soul. I didn’t detect 


any kick—it definitely falls within the range 
of Minnesota Mild—and plucked a few 
pieces of pickled ginger from the sushi 
plate to add to the last few bites, which 
made it perfect. 

The two pieces of sushi went down quick, 
the tuna tender and smooth, the salmon 
eggs squishing onto my tongue with a deep 
ocean sweetness. Another sip of green tea 
and the takoyaki arrive, with a warning 
from the server that they’re very hot and I 
should wait. Takoyaki are golden, toasted 
spheres created with an eggbatter. Similar 
in texture to a fluffy Dutch baby pancake, 
they come stuffed with chunks of octopus, 
green onions, and other assorted fillings. 

After a few minutes of poking the takoyaki 
with the tip of a chopstick, I Anally dive 
in. They’re filled with a soft, eggy custard 
and bits of octopus that are pleasant to 
chew. The brown sauce on top adds a bit of 
sweetness, but the standard pile ofbonito 
flakes is nowhere to be found. The dried, 
fermented, and smoked bonito fish add a 
deep rich flavor and were missed here, but 
at $3.50, the dish was a lovely side piece 
to the rest of my lunch. 

I’ve worked in my fair share of offices, 
and can attest that one of the few things 
that makes cube life bearable is a qual¬ 
ity lunch spot within 
walking distance. I still 
hold a special place in 
my heart for all Min¬ 
neapolis’ lunchtime 
delights that sustained 
me through stacks of 
invoices, customer calls, and assorted 
corporate nonsense. 

JK’s Table is homey and warm in contrast 
to the bleak concrete buildingthat contains 
it. They offer comfort food to those putting 
in their time dressed in business casual, 
and would be a lovely excursion if you 
find yourself deep in Edina on a weekday 
morning or afternoon.

ANOTHER FINE MESS 

Stan & Ollie looks behind the scenes at Laurel and Hardy

or a movie about two come¬ 
dic legends, Stan St Ollie is a 
sad affair. 

Far removed from their 
Hollywood salad days, Stan 
Laurel (Steve Coogan) and Oliver Hardy 
(John C. Reilly) find themselves over the 
hill, broken down by respective vices, 
replaced by the new model (in this case, 
Abbott and Costello), and poorer for it. 
The slapstick duo decide to embark on a 
U.K. stage tour, with a shot at a new movie 
deal promised down the line. However, 
they soon find, like many other golden 
age actors, that happy endings are just 
for the movies. 

Stan St Ollie does in some ways play 
out like your typical Oscar-bait biopic, 
which is only really a problem if you hate 
that sort of movie. And while the tailored 
Academy feel—the revealing period-piece 
vibe—is undoubtedly present, there’s 
enough divergence from its familiari¬ 
ties to skirt being run-of-the-mill. 

Screenwriter Jeff Pope wisely opts 
out of a sprawling, front-to-back biog¬ 


raphy and instead limits the story, for 
the most part, to the comedians’ 1953 
tour and their tenuous relationship at 
that time. You could see another take 
on Laurel and Hardy coming to life as a 
decades-spanning rise-and-fall narrative, 
but here we’re focused on aftermath, 
streamlined to a 1:37 runtime, and made 
to question the value of glory when we 
only see it faded. 

As with many biopics, the filmmak¬ 
ers take some liberties with time and 
reality. Pope and director Jon S. Baird 
amalgamate what was in actuality a few 
different Euro tours and shift the timing 
of the duo’s movie deal—a comedic take 
on Robin Hood—to pack a harder punch. 
If you’re not a stickler for accuracy, this 
won’t be much of an issue, and Stan St 
Ollie as a drama is much sadder, if not 
wholly better, for it. 

If there’s concern, so far removed from 
old Hollywood, that those who don’t know 
the act won’t get Stan St Ollie, know that 
you don’t have to be a Laurel and Hardy 
superfan to appreciate this movie. Yes, 
Coogan and Reilly’s performances are

certainly more impressive if you have 
some familiarity with the subjects’ idio¬ 
syncrasies and famous routines, but the 
movie is so rooted in the chemistry and 
subtle antagonism between the two leads 
that classic-film knowledge is more of a 
bonus than a necessity. Coogan’s perfor¬ 
mance is uncanny, mimicking Laurel’s 
doofy facial expressions and vaudeville 
maneuvers with almost eerie skill, while 
Reilly disappears beneath a fat suit and 
beams tenderness throughout. 

And yet every laugh is ultimately met 
with an unsettling sense of melancholy. 
Much more a drama than comedy, Stan 
St Ollie is an examination of failure and 
friendship, offering as a final thesis, 
simply, that it was fun while it lasted. 
That may have been enough for Oliver 
Hardy, but it’s hard not to be at least a 
little depressed for the pair. It’s harder 
still to shake that bittersweet taste after 
the movie ends. 03

A trio grapples with post-apocalypse fallout

Ithough The Children is a new 
play with sharp relevance to 
our present moment, there’s 
no talk of blowhard authori¬ 
tarians. The only computer 
that appears onstage isn’t used to either 
spread or combat fake news: Rose (Laila 
Robins) cracks her laptop to play a vintage 
R&B jam for an impromptu line dance that 
provides a poignant moment of joy in this 
desperately sad encounter. 

The setting is established by a miniature 
landscape suspended in front of a scrim as 
the audience enters the Jungle Theater: a 
lonely house on a rocky landscape. When 
the scrim lifts and the house flies away, we 
And ourselves inside. Rose stands in the 
kitchen (realized in absorbing detail by set 
designer Chelsea M. Warren), bleeding 
from her nose. 

The cause of the nosebleed, we learn, 
was an instinctive reaction by the surprised 
owner of the house. Hazel (Linda Kelsey). 
She and her husband, Robin (Stephen 
Yoakam), have retreated to the property 
after their other house was flooded by a 
natural disaster that also caused a meltdown 
at the nuclear reactor where, years ago, 
all three of the sixtysomething characters 
worked together as engineers. 

The events that unfold in Lucy Kirk¬ 
wood’s 2016 play, presented here in the first 
U.S. production outside of its acclaimed 
Broadway run, cover familiar territory with 
awry, existential twist. The setting has an 
end-of-the-world quality, but the charac¬ 
ters aren’t surviving an apocalypse, just an 
acute reminder of their own mortality, and

our planet’s. What doesn’t kill you makes 
you stronger, except when it’s radiation. 

Or aging. Rose, Hazel, and Robin aren’t 
getting any younger, and they have regrets. 
Some of them involve each other: Robin and 
Rose, we surmise early on, have a history. 
That creates a love triangle that Kirkwood 
uses in a sort of dramaturgical sleight-of- 
hand. While we’re following the romantic 
revelations, we’re also learning more about 
the nature of the nuclear crisis, and the about 
larger issues at stake as the characters face 
an unexpected moral challenge. 

Director Casey Stangl and her superb 
cast maintain complete command of this 
material’s tragicomic tone, bringing a Berg- 
manesque gravity to Kirkwood’s meditation 
on the fragility of life. The play s title refers 
to unseen offspring, but it could also describe 
these mature adults who once were children 
themselves. All three actors are masterful 
in this perfectly honed ensemble piece. 

The play’s emotional punch is so slow- 
building that you may not fully feel it until 
hours after the play. While accessible 
and engaging, with creative flourishes of 
stagecraft. The Children doesn’t go for easy 
catharsis. The end of times may or may not 
be upon us, but the end will one day come 
for all of us, whether through ecological 
disaster or something more mundane. 

In a quiet line that seems to encompass 
a world of lifetimes. Hazel admits with 
unnecessary shame, ‘T don’t know how 
to want less.” 03

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GREAT DATA LIVES HERE 

A U of M librarian attempted to compile 89.3 the 
Current’s most-played artists, songs since 2009

hane Nackerud needed to know: 
Does 89.3 the Current play the 
Replacements every day? 

That thought gripped Nack¬ 
erud, a data/tech librarian with 
the University of Minnesota, over Christ¬ 
mas break. Determined to discover exactly 
how often the St. Paul radio station plays 
the Minneapolis alt-rock faves, he set 
out on a data-mining quest. Eventually, 
Nackerud scratched that initial itch- 
yes, the Current plays the ’Mats almost 
every day—though his fleeting curiosity 
would snowball into an “obsession to get 
ever5Thing.” 

Well, at least everything since 2009. 
That’s when the Current, which was 
launched by Minnesota Public Radio in 
2005, activated @currentplaylist, a Twit¬ 
ter account that tweets out every song 
the station plays in real time. 

Armed with a third-party app called 
Twint, Nackerud was able to extract data 
from all 1.1 million @currentplaylisttweets 
from 2009 through last December. He 
funneled the resulting artist and song 
info into sprawling spreadsheets, and, 
ultimately, provided play-count ranking. 


all to delight of local music and data geeks. 

The top two artists didn’t prove all that 
surprising: Prince (6,900 plays) and David 
Bowie (6,132). 

“If you ask anyone who the No. 1 played 
artist on the Current is, they would prob¬ 
ably guess Prince,” Nackerud says. “And 
with the deaths of Prince and David Bowie 
in 2016, the Current has spent entire days 
playing their songs.” 

The most-played song is also by a Min¬ 
nesota artist, but not one you’d expect. “Not 
the Kid,” a wistful, chug-a-lugging 2010 
track from local indie rockers Communist 
Daughter, claimed the top spot with 541 
spins. “Home” by Edward Sharpe and the 
Magnetic Zeros (533) and “Bloodbuzz 
Ohio” by the National (532) charted next. 

The top 10 artists are overwhelmingly 
white, male, and indie rock-aligned, as 
are the ones who produced the top 10 
tracks. In fact, between the two lists, only 
Icelandic folk-pop band Of Monsters and 
Men (No. 6 song, “Little Talks”) features 
a woman on the mic; the first woman-led 
artist doesn’t emerge until No. 12 with 
U.K. rock band Florence + the Machine. 

Minnesota acts are well-represented. 


Nackerud notes that he was pleased to 
see four locals among the top 20 artists— 
Prince, Atmosphere, the Replacements, 
and Bob Dylan—and “surprised and very 
happy” to see St. Paul’s Communist Daugh¬ 
ter snatch the top song. 

“You would think it would be a bigger- 
name artist” he says. “I think it demon¬ 
strates the Current’s commitment to 
independent, Minnesota artists; they 
help local bands find an audience.” 

Communist Daughter frontman Johnny 
Solomon is feeling the love. 

“It’s not easy to define success as a musi¬ 
cian,” he tweeted last week, referencing 
Nackerud’s work. “But this feels pretty 
good for that guy who wrote a song he 
didn’t think anyone would hear.” 

Curiously, only two of the top 10 artists 
have performed at the Current/Walker Art 
Center’s annual Rock the Garden music 
festival: No. 3 Wilco in 2003 and No. 4 
Spoon in 2014; JD McPherson, the man 
behind No. 10 overall song “North Side 
Gal,” performed in 2015. 

Nackerud is quick to point out that his 
passion project is “for entertainment pur¬ 
poses only.” The data may not be perfect, 
he acknowledges, due to Twitter outages, 
potential extraction glitches, and several 
other factors that may have contributed 
to a slightly distorted picture of what 
has hit the Current’s airwaves over the 
past nine years. 

Diving into the numbers is certainly 
entertaining. How else would we know 
the Current has played Lucy Michelle and 
the Velvet Lapelles a total of 623 times? 
Or that “When the Tequila Runs Out” 
by Dawes notched 204 plays? Or that, 
at just a hair under 3,000 appearances 
each, Poli 9 a and Foo Fighters are equally 
popular in the Current’s universe? Or that 
the Muppet Barbershop Quartet, famous 
for their cover of Nirvana’s “Smells Like 
Teen Spirit,” has delighted Current listen¬ 
ers a grand total of four times? 

And, of course, Nackerud was able to 
answer the question that sparked this 
entire adventure: With 3,845 plays since 
early’09, the No. 17 overall Replacements 
averaged a bit more than one play per day. 

Nackerud has made Google spread¬ 
sheets of the airplay stats publicly avail¬ 
able. For the number-crunching music fan 
from St. Louis Park, providing listeners 
a data pool to splash around in was the 
whole point. 

“I did the best I could and I had a lot of 
fun doing it,” Nackerud says. “I encourage 
people to play with the data themselves.”

Small Talk 

What if my boyfriend’s kink is damaging 
to his mental health? 


I ’m a middle-aged man dating a 
younger guy. He wanted to be a 
''boy” to a Dom top daddy, and I was 
happy to oblige. The sex is amazing, 
and we click as people, too. Then a 
couple days ago, he told me he wanted to 
explore small penis humiliation (SPH). I 
was taken aback—not by the request, but 
because his penis is NOT small! It’s not huge, 
but it’s at least average. When I pointed 
this out, he claimed I 
was just trying to make 
him feel better about 
his small size! He 
said I was patroniz¬ 
ing him. He ended the 
conversation by say¬ 
ing he would drop it, 
since it was obviously 
makingme uncomfort¬ 
able. Honestly, I am 
uncomfortable with 
it. I just can’t imag¬ 
ine bringing myself 
to go on about how 
small his dick is when 
I’m actually thinking 
how much that thing 
would hurt if he were to top me. But my 
bigger concern is that doing SPH might feed 
into possible body dysmorphia. The way he 
reacted to being told his penis wasn’t small 
was a red flag—it told me this isn’t just a 
fantasy. It’s not that he wants to be made 
to FEEL it’s small; he really believes it is 
small. How is this dijferent from telling a 
skinny boyfriend what a big fat pig he is? 
I want to be GGG, but not at the cost of 
his mental health. 

NEED OBJECTIVITY, SAVAGE, PLEASE HELP! 

"The boy expressed a desire to play out 
a specific scene; he did not request a fact- 
check on his dick size,” said Dr. Reece 
Malone, a board-certified sex therapist 
with a doctorate in human sexuality. ‘The 
boy’s disappointment is understandable, 
especially if he was feeling hopeful that 
the request would be met with enthusiasm 
and mutual excitement.” 

Your boy was probably nervous when 
he brought SPH up, NOSPH, and his reac¬ 
tion to your reaction—his complaints 
about feeling patronized, his demand to 
drop the subject—was likely motivated 
by shame. Not shame about the size of 
his dick, but shame about this particular 
kink. He was open with you about other 
kinks right away, but sharing those kinks 


probably didn’t make him feel as vulner¬ 
able as sharing this one did. And after he 
worked up the nerve to tell you about his 
biggest turn-on, your response was to 
argue with him about whether his dick 
is small enough to qualify him for SPH 
play. "1 think it’s important that NOSPH 
revisit the conversation to examine if his 
reaction felt shaming,” said Malone. 

“While I appreciate NOSPH’s con¬ 
cerns,” continued 
Malone, “SPH scenes 
don’t require one to 
have a small dick. It’s 
fully engaging in the 
role-play itself that’s 
hot and exciting. It 
really is no different 
if a daddy’s skinny 
boyfriend wanted to 
engage in a fantasy 
where the thought 
of being a ‘big fat pig’ 
was hot and exciting 
for him.” 

Your bo 5 Triend may 
have a distorted idea 
about average dick 
size—most likely distorted by porn—but 
odds are good he’s one of millions of people 
out there who have eroticized their anxi¬ 
eties and insecurities. So long as he isn’t 
contemplating some dangerous or stupid 
way to make his cock bigger (like getting 
liquid silicone injected into his genitals, 
something that led to the death of a gay 
man in Seattle last year), you can engage 
in SPH without doing him harm. 

“But it’s also fair for NOSPH to share 
his own concerns about feeding into body 
dysmorphia,” said Malone. “He also has 
the right to set boundaries or decline the 
scene altogether.” 

Agreed! If you can’t go there, you aren’t 
obligated to go there. But it might make 
you feel better about going there if you 
bear in mind that you can mock his tiny 
cock (during sex play) and reassure him 
about his cock (during aftercare). If your 
boy doesn’t feel like he has to win an argu¬ 
ment about how small his cock is to get 
the SPH he wants, he might be willing to 
admit—or finally be willingto accept—that 
his cock isn’t really that small.
